To  His  Excellency,  S.  V.  Stewart, 

Governor  of  Montana: 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  biennial  report 
covering  the  fiscal  years  1917  and  1918,  which  ended 
November  30,  1918. 

As  required  by  law  I  am  submitting  herewith  a  detailed 
recapitulation  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  this  office 
for  the  above  period  and  feel  confident  that  the  figures 
shown  therein  will  be  interesting  not  only  to  your  Excellency 
but  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  and  our  State  at  large. 
A  considerable  increase  is  shown  over  previous  years,  this 
of  course  being  due  largely  to  the  rapid  growth  of  our  State 
and  wh'le  business  in  some  Departments  did  actually  fall  off 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  current  year,  yet  there  has  been 
a  marked  increase  as  a  whole. 

In  the  Automobile  Department,  the  number  of  the 
machines  registered  for  the  year  1917  increased  by  about 
20,000  registrations  and  the  fees  increased  from  about 
$45,000.00  to  over  $260,000.00.  In  the  year  1918,  the  number 
of  cars  registered  was  increased  by  over  8,000  and  the  fees  in- 
creased by  nearly  $60,000.00.  It  would  now  appear  that  most 
of  the  cars  in  the  State  are  registered  and  that  only  an  oc- 
casional machine  gets  by  without  registration.  This  is  largely 
due  to  the  activity  of  the  peace  officers  with  whom  this 
Department  has  been  constantly  in  close  touch,  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  have  given  their  most  hearty  cooperation. 

In  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department,  the  people 
are  not  now  receiving  the  efficient  service  they  are  entitled 
to.  We  should  have  the  State  divided  into  districts  and  a 
staff  of  competent  and  efficient  inspectors  employed  when 
this  Department  could  be  brought  up  to  the  usual  high 
standard  of  Montana  business  and  commercial  affairs.  Some 
definite  action  should  be  taken  looking  to  the  perfection  of 
a  system  of  testing  gasoline  and  other  petroleum  products, 
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for  at  the  present  time  we  are  faced  with  a  grade  of  gasoline 
that  is  not  only  very  low  but  becoming  constantly  worse  and 
gossip  tells  us  that  other  states  are  not  afflicted  with  this 
unfortunate  situation.  Under  wise  laws,  this  Department 
could  be  made  very  effective  for  the  benefit  of  automobilists 
in  this  State. 

The  typewritten  pages  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Convention  are  in  this  office  loose  and  in  a  more 
or  less  delapidated  condition.  Soon  they  will  be  useless.  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  that  these  proceedings  be  prop- 
erly copied,  edited,  indexed  and  printed  in  book  form.  These 
proceedings  are  freely  used  by  the  members  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  the  Bar,  but  the  ink  is  fading,  the  sheets  torn  and 
many  words  almost  illegible,  and  this  the  most  valuable  and 
historic  document  in  the  State.  I  am  informed  as  to  the  cost 
of  printing,  binding,  etc.,  and  will  gladly  furnish  such  in- 
formation when  requested. 

THE  CAMPAIGN  BOOK.  For  the  primary  election,  the 
two  Campaign  books  cost  the  State  $13,391.70,  with  the 
receipts  for  advertising  space  sold  to  candidates  only 
$1,875.00. 

For  the  general  election,  the  book  cost  $10,570.52,  with 
receipts  from  sale  of  space  only  $1,250.00. 

The  initiative  booklet  No.  12,  known  as  the  Chiropractic 
measure  cost  the  State  for  printing,  $4,560.81.  The  expense 
to  the  counties  for  mailing  250,000  copies,  $2,500.00.
